The total mem- 
bership is now 1,825—310 more than 
for the year 1917. The work .has 
Leen dons very li^-gely by the com- 
mitteemen from the 64. communities 
Interested, although a special com- 
mittee named at the annual meeting 
has given aid in arousing interest in 
the project. 
• One of the striking: facts in connec- 
tion with the membership of the Farm 
bureau of the county is the fact that 
It has steadily grown from the date 
of its inception — clearly indicating

for the fanners of the county. The 
gain has been uon&uiin. aiid ai/yroxi- 
mately in the same proportion each 
year- The membership for each year 
since it was organized is as follows:

1,515; and 191S to date, 1,825. 


This organization has maintained a
